women, children and men he had crushed 


into exile. 


Gone, gone forever is the institution ‘of 
kingship. The first kings were priests and 
had themselv es anointed as the Lord's ches. 
en. The institution endured in one way 
and another from earliest savagery to the 
barbarism just ended by the flight of Wil- 
helm. But one warrior-king remains, Albert 
of Belgium. He remains a king be cauße 
he became a democrat: drew his sword and 
took to the trenches, fought side by side 
with the baker boys of Bruges, the trades- 
men of Ghent. The rest are gone or else, 
as figureheads, aspire to little more than 
-social leadership. George of England sits 
on his throne because Charles I put his | 
head beneath an ax. England’s kings tried 
as hard as any to have their persons re- 
garded as sacred, their wills above the re- 
straint of mere taxpayers and soldiers. In 
both pagan and Christian times the royal 
office was invested with a pronouncedly 
sacred character; but the barons with John, 
the roundheads with Charles solved the 
king problem for. England. Every nation 
has had to spill blood before the kingship | 
could be adjusted. France used the guil- 
lotine, and a squad of mujiks shot the heir 
of Ivan the Terrible. The Hapsbures and 
Hohenzollerns have fled. 

But the kingship has not endured from 
earliest times to the present without being 
butt@seed by something stronger than su- 
perstition. It was the most convenient 
form of government. An old phrase of | 
politics that “An absolute monarchy is the 
ideal government—if you have an ideal 
monarch” is not likely to retain many de 
fenders in these joyous hours of triumph; 
but the fact remains that in getting rid of 
autocracy the world has only been cleared 
for “another and a greater strugele bet ween 
the forces of society. This struggle is by 
no means new. In fact the downfall of 
these latter-day kings was but little more 
than an incident in it. The war started 
ostensibly because a pair of kaisers want- 
ed a Serbian assassin shot; it ended with 
our President declaring the world should 
be made safe for democracy. 

If the ‘issues were as clearly drawn as 
between royalty and the proletariat the 
problem that succeeds to that of kingship 
would be simple.

On September 27 
last Senator Weeks (Republican) of 
Massachusetts introduced a resolw 
tion authorizing the selection of a 
joint Congressional committee to in- 
quire into reconstruction problems 
and recommend legislation. The fol- 
lowing week Senator Overman (Dem- 
ocrat) of North Carolina offered a 
bill authorizing the President to ap- 
point a Federal commission on re- 
construction. Both of these imper- 
tant measures are in the nature of 
preliminary toward actual re- 
construction: yet Congressional de- 
bate has not been begun on them, 

Fortunately certain non-official 
agencies of recognized standing have 
been engaged upon preliminary 
work. Reference to one or two of 
these will throw some light on the 
scope of the problem now before 
the people. 

More than a year ago the division 
of economics and history of the Car- 
negie endowment for international 
peace undertook the preparation of 
a series of “preliminary 
studies of the war.” Many of these 
studies are already published and, 
while pertaining in the*main to Eu- 
ropean conditions, they furnish in- 
valuable data for consideration in 
the United States. 

More significant than this was the 
appointment by the American Eeco- 
nomie Association of a series of 
committees for the special study of 
the economic problems of the war.
